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GENERAL    REPORT  OF   THE   LEAGUE    OF 
THE  EMPIRE,  1916-1917. 


Introductory. 

The  Council  present  their  Annual  Report  in  the  pages  of 
''  The  Federal  Magazine  "  instead  of  in  book  form  in  order 
to  reduce  working  expenses  and  render  available  all  pos- 
sible monies  for  war  and  other  pressing  needs. 

The  Council  are  glad  to  report  that  the  membership  of 
tlie  League  has  been  well  maintained,  and  that  much  useful 
work  has  been  carried  through  both  at  the  League's  head- 
quarters and  by  Branches  at  home  and  overseas. 

A  gratifying  testimony  to  the  Educational  work  of  the 
League  appeared  in  a  leading  article  in  the  Educational 
Supplement  of  "  The  Times  "  of  May  24th,  1917.  After 
toucl  in^  upon  the  ideals  of  the  League  the  writer  gave  a 
sunamary  of  its  chief  undertakings  since  its  founding  in  1901. 
"  Empire  Day,"  he  says,  "  must  not  be  something  alone,  it 
must  be  the  actual  focus  of  an  imperial  and  educational 
idealism  underlying  the  entire  structure  of  British  Society. 
It  was  with  this  conception  in  \iew  that  the  League  of 
the  Empire  was  founded.  It  is  for  the  most  part  an  educa- 
tional society,"  the  article  continues,  "  and  its  labours  have 
received  the  sanction  of  most  educational  authorities  and 
Governments  throughout  the  Empire.  In  1907  it  promoted 
a  conference  between  the  education  authorities  at  hom  and 
overseas  that  led  to  the  Imperial  Conference  on  Education 
of  191 1  and  the  Imperial  Conference  of  Teachers'  Associa- 
tions. In  1913  the  Imperial  Un'un  of  Teachers  was  formed 
by  the  League  of  the  Empire.  After  the  war  this  League 
will,  we  do  not  doubt,  take  up  with  even  greater  hope  the 
endless  inspiring  labours  of  imperial  education.  An  ade- 
quate framework  exists  for  the  educational  hnking  up  of 
the  entire  Empire."  The  article  concludes  with  useful 
suggestions  for  future  work.  The  Council  have  valued  this 
recognition  the  more  that  it  was  unsought  and  quite  un- 
expected.    Also  because  they  felt  that  it  was  a  just,  as 


well  as  a  generous,  representation  of  what  the  League  had 
done  and  of  what  was  due  to  its  initiative. 

Of  late  the  educational  work  of  the  League  has 
given  way  somewhat  to  urgent  necessities  of  the  War, 
but  the  Summer  Meeting  of  the  Imperial  Union  of  Teachers 
has  been  carried  through  annually,  and  the  present  year's 
meeting  has  been  enlarged  into  an  interesting  Conference 
on  the  spiritual  ideals  of  some  special  nations — the  Anglo- 
Saxon,  the  French,  the  Russian,  and  the  Indian — and  the 
means  that  may  be  taken  for  ensuring  to  the  child  the 
spiritual  equipment  which  is  needed  for  his  own  develop- 
ment and  for  doing  good  service  to  the  world. 

A  detailed  account  of  the  work  done  for  the  War  is  given 
below.  The  number  of  Institutions  which  have  received 
assistance  will  show  members  that  this  work  has  been  of 
a  valuable  character.  The  Red  Cross  Associations  of  the 
AUies,  as  well  as  our  own  h:)spitals,  have  received  large 
and  r:gul.  r  supplies.  The  needs  of  the  prisoners  of  war 
have  been  attended  to  and  a  number  of  parcels  sent 
to  men  engaged  in  arduous  and  dangerous  work,  s  ch 
as  engineers  on  the  different  fronts  and  those  doing 
transport  work  over  high  mountains.  During  the  year  the 
League  has  also  presented  silk  flags  and  specially  engraved 
shields  to  all  the  overseas  contingents  now  fighting  for  the 
Empire.  A  list  of  those  given  during  the  present  year  will 
be  found  below.  A  Committee  of  the  League  (Chairman, 
Sir  Sidney  Lee)  has  a'so  been  appointed  to  carry  out  Mrs. 
Holman-Hunt's  idea  of  presenting  a  specially  bound  Shakes- 
peare to  each  totally  disabled  soldier,  ani  a  further  special 
Committee  has  recently  been  formed  to  look  after  the 
interests  of  discharged  soldiers  who  had  drifted  into  the 
London  workhouses. 

The  Comrades'  Cdiivspondence  Branch  numbers  now  over 
36,000  members  and  many  new  schools  have  during  the  year 
become  afifiHated  to  the  League. 

In  presenting  their  Report  the  Council  ask  members  for 
their  continued  interest  and  for  l"rger  financial  help  so  that 
the  great  usefulness  and  progre.v';  of  the  League's  work  may 
not  be  impaired.

H.K.IL  liild-.NLir>h.tl  tin-  I)ui<e  of  Connaugiit  has 
graciouslv  accepted  the  othce  of  Hon.  President  of  the 
League  of  the  Empire.  The  Right  Hon.  Walter  Long 
(Si'cretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies),  and  the  Kight  Hon. 
Austen  Chamberlain,  I'.C.  MP.  ^Secretary  of  State  for 
India),  have  become  \'ice- Presidents  of  the  League,  as  has 
also  the  High  Conunissioner  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
and  the  Lady  l.langattock. 

In  Memoriam. 

Wr  ncnrd  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  H.K.H.  the 
Duchess  of  Connaught  on  the  14th  March  this  year.  The 
Duchess  had  shared  to  the  full  the  duties  and  vicissitudes 
attending  the  Duke's  profession,  and  was  truly  beloved 
throughout  the  Empire. 

The  Council  also  record  with  regret  the  death  of  S  r 
Richard  Burbidge,  who  but  a  year  ago  accepted  the  Hon. 
Treasurership  of  the  League.  Sir  Richard  Burbidge  was  a 
man  of  outstanding  ability  and  in  his  death  the  League 
sustains  a  serious  loss. 

The  Lease's  Work  for  the  War. 

Siiux-  the  l.cj.;iiiiiiiig  of  the  war  the  League  of  the  Ivni])ire 
Club  has  been  u.sed  as  a  Depot  for  the  rceeijit  and  (lesl)atch 
of  g'rnls  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Harold  Lucas  and 
other  helpers.  Nearly  a  million  gifts  have  been  sent  out  from 
this  depot  to  the  various  Red  Cress  Societies,  to  troop.s  Inith  at 
home  and  abroad,  to  the  wounded  in  the  hospitals,  to  institu- 
tions which  have  been  aflecti.d  by  the  war.  and  to  ])rivate 
individuals  netding  help.  M<  st  grateful  acknowledgments 
have  Ix-cn  received  ircm  those  concerned. 

-Vmongst  the  gifts  received,  in  addition  to  money,  from 
members  and  friends  in  all  parts  of  the  world  have  been  large 
quantities  of  shirts,  warm  vests  and  pants,  socks,  nu'.fflers. 
pyjamas  and  hcspital  gannents  of  all  kinds.  gl(.ves  mittens, 
air  cushions,  hot  water  bottles,  sheets  and  other  bed  linen. 
.sli])]KTS.  bandages  dresjjngs  of  nicst  valuable  kinds.  l)lankets, 
]iill(.ws.  towels,  ea.'es  of  soap,  tooth  brushes,  tooth  ])i>wder. 
cumforts.  cigarettes  and  tobacco,  gifts  of  various  kinds, 
comfort  bags,  mouth  organs,  g.imes  and  pu/./.Ies  of  many 
.sorts,  sweets,  chocolate,  condensed  milk,  cccoa.  tinned  meat, 
.stationery,  pencils,  handkerchiefs,  great  coats,  cardigans, 
1>(K)ts  and  clothing  of  all  description,  alike  for  men.  women 
and  e'ai'dren.  These  have  come  from  the  Branches  of  the 
Leagne  in  different  c  untries  of  the  I;nii)ire  ,ind  from  many 
working  parties  throughout  luigland  who  have  co-o]>eratid 
with  the  Ixragne:  al.sofromtlr.'  Iniperi.'J  Order  of  the  naughlers 
of  the  ICmpire  in  the  fnited  States  of  America,  a  S<u-iety  of 
women  of  British  birth  who  have  a.sked  the  League  to  be  their 
ilistributing  agent  for  the  generous  supplies  of  comforts  which 
they  have  made  and  collected  on  behalf  of  the  British  and 
.Mlied  .\rmies.  Through  the  generosity  of  this  Society  the 
Liague's  work  for  the  war  h.is  been  substantially  helped. 

Tlie  Can.adian  Branch  of  the  I.c.ngue  has  continued  its 
exixlleiit  .scheme of  forw.arding  News  from  Home"  Budgets  to 
the  troops  in  the  field  an<l  the  many  Canadian  hospitals  in 
France  and  England.     From  schools  throughout  Canada  a 


regular  supply  of  illnstratcd  "  budgets  of  news  "  has  lx^en  .sent 
.since  the  iK-ginnini;  of  the  war,  and  Cauadi.in  Officers  report 
that  this  work  h.is  Kien  of  great  v.ilne  in  kee]>ing  the  men  in 
tonch  with  tho.se  ,it  hr>nic  and  in  diverting  their  minds  in  times 
of  stress. 

Contributions  to  the  League's  Funds  have  also  come  from 
.\iLstralia.  New  Zealand,  South  .Vfrica.  Newfoundland,  Bar- 
bados and  elsewhere 


Gifts  to  the  Overseas  Soldiers. 

The  scheme  lor  presenting  to  each  contingent  of  the  Overseas 
Forces  a  .silk  Tnioii  Jack  and  a  specially  engraved  Shield— gifts 
from  the  women  and  children  of  the  British  Isles  has  now 
been  succe.ssfullv  carried  through  by  the  I'.ag  and  Oift  Com- 
mittee. Chairman  Mi.ss  Chamberlain.  Since  last  year  the 
following  jiresenlations  have  been  m.ide  : 

To  tlie  .'^outh  .\frican  Contingent  by  HK.II.  the  Princess 
Helena  at  Borilon  Camp  on  July  21st.  Colonel  J.  V  Purcell 
and  l.ieut. -Colonel  I:.  C.  Christian  received  the  emblems  on 
behalf  of  the  South  African  Forces,  and  the  Princess  witne.s.sed 
a  March  I'ast  of  the  South  African  Contingent  stationed  at 
that   Camp. 

By  H.R.H.  the  Princess  Royal  to  the  Australian  Forces  on 
July  joth  on  the  Cuards'  Parade  Oromid.  Wellington  Barracks 
(by  kind  permission  of  General  Sir  Francis  Lloyd  I.  A  Ouard 
of  Honour  and  a  Band  were  .supplied  from  Salisbury  Plain. 
Oeneral  Sir  Newton  Moore  and  Brigadier-General  McNiehol 
received  the  gifts. 

By  H.R.H.  the  Princess  Beatrice  to  the  Newfoundland 
Fcrces  en  November  loth  at  Chelsea  Royal  Hospital, 
by  kind  permi.s.si()n  of  the  Right  Hon.  General  Sir  Neville 
Lyttelton.  .\  Guard  of  Honour  and  Band  were  supplied  from 
tlie  Camp  at  Avr.  The  Flag  ar.d  Shield  were  received  by 
Colonel  \\1iittak'er.  Officer  Commanding  the  Newfoundland 
Forces. 

.\  presentation  was  made  by  H.M.  Oueen  .\lexandra  on 
November  24th  to  Officers  representing  the  Indian  Army  at 
the  India  Office,  by  invitation  of  the  Ri.nht  Hon,  the  Secretary 
of  Slate  for  India  The  emblems  were  received  by  Lieut. - 
General  Maharaja  Sir  Pratap  Singh  and  Captain  M.  M. 
Carpeiidale.  V>th  Jacob's  Hor.se.  Senior  British  Officer  in 
Charge.  The  Fl.ag  and  Shield  were  then  h;mde<l  over  to  the 
Right  Hon.  the  .Secretary  of  State,  who  midertook  to  hold  them 
in  safe  keeping  at  the  India  Oflfice  luitil  such  time  as  they  can 
be  tran.smitted  to  Delhi. 

A  iiresentation  was  made  to  the  Khcdesian  Forces  on 
I'ebruarv  oth  at  the  offices  of  the  British  S<nith  Africa  Cc  111- 
paiiv.  The  Flag  and  Shield,  accompanied  by  an  autograph 
letter  from  H.R.H.  the  Prine-e.ss  Patricia,  were  received  by  the 
Duke  of  .-Mierconi  on  beh.alf  of  the  Rlu -desian  troojw.  The 
gifts  have  been  .sent  to  the  .\cbniiiistrator  of  Rhcde.sia.  by  wlmm 
they  will  be  formallv  i)resented  to  Brigadier-General  FMwards. 
Coiiimandant  General  for  Rhodesia,  and  afterwards  dej-Kj.sited 
in  the  Catludral  at  Salisbury.

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Souvenirs  for  Disabled  Soldiers. 

A  Sixcial  Cciiiniittic  of  tla-  I.ea.nuc  has  been  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  presenting  to  eaeh  soldier  totally  disabled  in  the 
war  a  Souvenir  volmne  of  Shakesjxare's  works.  The  book  is 
given  in  memory  of  Field-Marshal  Jlari  Kitchener,  whose 
name  appears  on  the  book-plate,  together  with  that  of  the 
recipient.  A  copy  has  been  accepted  l>y  his  Majesty  the  King, 
who  has  expressed  his  ajsproval  of  the  scheme  in  the  following 
letter  :  — 

lUiekingham  Palace, 

.•7th  October,   1916. 
DEAR  Sir  Phiijp  Hutciiix.s, 

The  King  desires  me  to  thank  you  and  the  members  of 
the  Council  of  the  League  of  the  Empire  for  so  kindly 
sending  his  Majesty  a  copy  of  the  edition  of  vShakespeare's 
works  which  will  be  given  to  each  soldier  disabled  in  the 
present  war  in  memory  of  I.,ord  Kitchener. 

At  the  same  time  I  am  to  express  the  King's  apprecia- 
tion both  of  the  idea  of  the  memento  and  the  form  which 
it  is  to  take.

Sir  Sidney  Lee  is  Chainnan  of  the  Connnittee,  which  includes 
Mrs.  IIolman-Hmit  (the  originator  of  the  scheme),  vSir  Philip 
Hutchins,  Sir  Jolmstone  Forbes-Robertson  and  others.  The 
Hon.  Adviser  to  the  Committee  is  Sir  Frederick  Treves.  The 
book  is  of  good  type  and  is  specially  bound.  A  large  nmnber 
of  the  books  have'been  given  individually  and  privately,  but  two 
general  presentations  have  been  made,  one  by  H.R.H.  the 
Princess  Louise  (Duche.ss  of  Argyll)  at  vSt.  Dimstan's  College 
for  the  Blind,  and  the  second  one  at  the  Star  and  Garter,  when 
Princess  Marie  Louise  presented  the  books  to  the  disabled  men 
there.  A  description  of  these  presentations  has  also  been 
given  in  the  FkdERAI,  ]\L\Gazink.  with  a  full  account  of  the 
work , 


Disabled  Soldiers'  Committee. 

A  Committee  was  formed  (Mrs.  Holman-Hunt  chairman)  in 
January,  1917,  to  visit  the  different  \Vorkhou.se  Infirmaries  in 
London  in  order  to  help  any  discharged  soldiers  who  may  possibly 
be  found  sick  and  disabled  in  these  Institutions.  Since  the 
formation  of  the  Connnittee  all  the  Infirmaries  in  London  and 
the  neighbourhood  have  been  visited  by  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  a  number  of  soldiers  who  were  in  them  have  been 
hel])ed,  either  by  the  increase  of  their  pen.sions,  through  repre- 
sentation to  the  authorities,  or  l:>y  a  better  arrangement  of 
their  affairs  and  removal  to  special  hospitals.  One  case  of  a 
sergeant  in  the  R.F.A.  was  specially  sad,  for  he  had  been 
refu,sed  a  pension,  and,  being  ill,  both  he  and  his  wife  and 
children  had  to  go  into  the  workhouse.  His  wife  and  yomig 
baby  died  there.  He  is  now  in  receijit  of  a  substantial  pension, 
and  is  in  comfortable  circumstances  and  living  with  his  family. 
The  case  of  two  yoimg  men  suffering  from  consmnption  were 
attended  to  by  Sir  Sidney  Lee.  These  men  have  now  adecjuate 
pemsions.  and  are  receiving  treatment  in  hospitals  suitable  for 
their  complaint.  A  Canadian  soldier  who  had  been  through 
four  operations,  and  had  an  insufficient  pension,  was  attended 
to  by  Lady  Blomfield.  He  has  been  given  a  free  passage  to 
Canada  and  supplied  with  a  suitable  outfit  of  clothes  and  all 
necessities. 

The  Government  have  now  made  arrangements  by  which 
discharged  soldiers  are  given  special  allowances  in  illness  and 
may  not  enter  workhouse  infirniaric;  ;  but  for  the  present,  at 
any  rate,  there  appears  to  be  useful  work  for  the  Committee 
to  do  in  relieving  those  that  are  necessitous  and  making 
application  for  suitable  pensions  for  those  who  are  still  in  need.

The  fourth  annual  meeting  of  tlic-  Imperial  Lnion  of  Teachers 
took  place  ffoni  tlie  i5tli  to  i  7tli  July,  i<»i'>  This  arrangement 
was  made  in  accord  with  the  wishes  of  tlie  Minister  of  ICduca- 
tion  for  Ontario,  who,  but  for  the  w.ar,  had  iiiKlertakeii  that  the 
Second  Imperial  ICducation  Conference  ."ihou'd  be  liel<l  in 
Toronto  in  ioi(>.  The  object  of  the  interim  Coiifereiici- was  t<i 
maintain  touch  l)etween  educationi.sts  throughout  the  ICmiiire 
during  the  jiroloiigcd  interval  which  must  now  elap.se  between 
the  first  Imix-rial  Conference  of  Teachers'  As-scciations  held  in 
11)1-'  and  the  .second  of  such  Inijierial  gatherings. 

The  opening  meeting  took  ])!.(■  u  the  Caxton  Hall,  the  llarl 
of  Meath  presiding.  In  the  iv.  1.  1  g  of  this  day  a  reception 
was  held  at  the  League  of  the  1  iii]iire  Club,  28.  Buckingham 
Gate.  Sir  Frederick  Pollock  presiding,  when  a  large  number  of 
guests  were  present  Ixith  from  the  Overseas  Dominions  aiul 
Colonies,  ajtd  also  from  countries  now  allied  to  the  British 
Ivmpire.

with  the  past  and  the  future,  with  the  li<  nie  and  the  Slate. 
"Ideals."  said  Sir  George,  "were  ab.solutely  necessary  to 
success  in  any  branch  of  life."  Sir  James  Yoxall  entirely 
agreed  as  to  the  spirit  that  had  to  be  imparted  by  education, 
and  cited  the  three  crosses  on  the  Flag  of  the  ICmpire  as  symlxjls 
of  lil)erty.  service  and  knowledge.  Professor  -V.  ^■.  Salmon  and 
Professor  M.  \'.  Trofimov  spoke  of  French  and  Rus.sian  ideals. 
Mrs.  H.  S.  Strathy  and  Miss  Mitchell  gave  special  rejwrts  In  111 
Canada  and  Australia.  Mr.  Gilliert.  Chairman  of  the  Loiidc  n 
County  Council  Ivducation  Committee,  in  summing  up.  sjxike 
of  the  great  work  for  the  war  which  had  been  done  by  tlie 
Ix>ndon  County  Council,  and  agreed  that  in  future  the  moral 
side  had  to  be  more  fully  developed  as  well  as  the  material. 

At  other  meetings  addresses  were  given  by  Mon.  Fmil  Cani- 
maerts  (Belgiimi).  Miss  Chamberlain.  Father  Nichohu  \'elimiro- 
vic,  the  Hon,  Sir  James  Carroll  (New  Zealand).  I'rofes.seir  T. 
Sakurai  (Jap;ui)  and  Dr.  William  Garnett.  A  full  account  of 
the  meetings,  together  with  a  li.st  of  the  Societies  represented, 
has  been  given  in  the  Feder.M.  Magazinic. 

Ill  connecticiu  with  the  Conference  a  Summer  Meeting  was 
held  on  "  Civic  and  Historic  I/indon,"  The  meeting  lasted  a 
fortnight,  and  iiuUided  visits  to  historic  laiiibiiarks  in  the  city 
and  neighbourhood  of  London,  and  an  examination  into  the 
latest  systems  for  the  housing  of  the  poor  and  otlier  civic  under- 
takings. A  number  of  overseas  teachers  ;uid  visitors  took  part 
in  the  meeting,  and  Iiy  general  consent  it  was  voted  the  mcst 
interesting  progr;uiiiiie  which  the  League  had  ever  carried  out.

Empire  Day. 

i;mi)ire  Day  was  again  celebrated  in  London  by  a  .special 
Service  at  St  Paul's  Cathedral  on  June  jud.  H.R.H.  the  Duke 
of  Connaught.  the  Princess  Patricia  and  H.R.H.  the  IVincess 
l/)ui.se  (Duchess  of  .Vrgyll)  were  present  .it  the  Service.     The 
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Lord  Mayor  attended  in  State  with  the  Sheriffs  of  the  City. 
A  number  of  the  Mayors  of  the  l.i.mlon  Boroughs  also  took 
liart  in  the  ceremony.  The  Sernmn  was  preached  liy  Bishop 
Taylor  Smith.  Chaplain  General  to  the  I'orccs,  and  Canon  S.  A. 
Alexander  was  the  officiating  Canon.  The  sixty-four  flags 
of  the  Ivmiwre  were  carried  in  procession  this  year  by  a  miit  of 
the  Boys'  Brigade,  and  the  following  Societies,  long  associated 
with  the  League  in  this  yearly  Hmpire  Day  Celebration,  took 
part  :— The  Boys'  Brigade,  the  Church  Lads'  Brigade.the 
J<ondon  Diccesa'n  Church  Lads'  lirigade,  the  Xavy  League, 
the  Bovs'  Life  Brigade,  the  Boy  vScuuts'  Association,  the  Girl 
Guides'  the  Girls'  I<ife  Brigade,  the  Church  Nursing  and  Am- 
bulance Brigade,  the  Foundling  Hi  ,-pital,  XewiDort  Market 
Military  School,  Dr.  Barnardo'.s"llcn:es  Brigade,  the  Harrow 
vScouts. 

In  addition  to  the  service  in  St.  Paul's,  many  members  of  the 
I.eag^ie  delivered  addresses  on  lunpire  Day.  A  Flag  Day  was 
also  or-janised  in  a  great  number  of  Schoo'ls  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  gifts  for  the  disabled  soldiers  and  for  the  Regiments 
of  the  Crown  Colonies.  An  I'uiblem  Day  for  various  purposes 
was  also  held  imder  the  auspices  of  the  League  in  Bournemouth 
(where  the  idea  originated),  and  in  the  following  places  ; 
Chester,  Camberley,  Tadworth,  Andover,  Eye  and  Holbeach. 

Historical  Tours. 

A  series  of  most  successful  historical  "  afternoons  "  have  been 
arranged  this  year  by  Mr.  and  ilrs.  W.  D.  Caroe.  Two 
"  Westminster  Afternoons  "  were  held,  the  first  at  Mrs.  Caroe's 
house  in  Great  College  Street,  overlooking  the  Abbey  and  the 
Houses  of  Parliament.  The  second  aftenioon  included  a  visit 
to  the  Jerusalem  Chamber  (by  permission  of  the  Dean)  and  to 
other  parts  of  the  Abbey  not  visually  open  to  the  public.  Two 
"  City  Afternoons  "  were  also  held,  one  at  the  Charterhouse 
(by  kind  permission  of  the  Master),  and  the  second  at  St. 
Bartholomew's  the  Great. 

On  June  5th  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbiu-y  and  I*Irs.  David- 
son invited  members  and  friends  from  overseas  to  visit  Lambeth 
Palace  and  to  go  through  the  historic  buildings,  which  w-ere 
shown  and  explained  by  Mr.  and  I\Irs.  Caroe  and  the  Ivibrarian. 
The  party  were  afterwards  entertained  to  tea  in  the  garden. 
Amongst  those  present  were  a  party  of  doctors  and  nursing 
sisters  of  the  United  States  Army. 


League  of  the  Empire  Club. 

The  Club,  which  is  oinn  to  both  men  and  women  interested 
in  Imperial  work,  lias  pii.vcd  during  the  year  a  useful  centre 
for  war  work,  and  also  as  a  meeting  place  for  these  now  in 
I^ondon  from  many  parts  of  the  lunpire.  An  interesting 
Kitchener  Fxhibition  was  held  at  the  Club  in  the  winter. 
Amongst  the  exhibits  were  included  the  late  jSIr.  Houghton 
Bonner's  groups  of  boy  figures  designed  for  Lord  Kitchener 
just  before  his  death  ;  the  old  Chinese  porcelain  vase  presented 
by  i\Ir.  Frank  Partridge  to  the  London  Museum  in  memory  of 
Lord  Kitchener,  and  many  objects  of  personal  interest  lent  by 
the  Kxecutors  of  Lord  Kitchener,  Mrs.  Parker,  Miss  Hutchin- 
son, Mr.  \\"illiam  Heinemann,  the  Hon.  John  Colher,  the  Rev. 
T.  Falkiner  and  others. 

On  the  day  of  the  presentation  to  the  Australian  Forces 
160  officers  and  men  were  entertained  to  hmcheon  in  the  Club, 
the  men  returning  to  tea  after  the  ceremony.  The  Club  has 
also  been  used  for  entertaining  parties  of  woimded  soldiers. 


League  of  the  Empire  Sale. 

The  Annual  Sale  was  held  at  the  Headquarters  of  the  League 
of  the  Empire  on  December  14th.  and  was  opened  by  Lady 
Llangattock,  who  gave  an  interesting  account  of  the  League's 
work,  and  asked  for  larger  support  to  carry  on  its  many 
activities.

Comrades'  Conespondence  Branch. 

This  branch  of  the  League  now  nmnbers over  36. 000 members.

Certain  officers  of  this  branch  have  also  been  called  away  on 
war  business. 

The  Comrades'  Correspondence  Branch  is  one  of  the  earUest 
of  the  League's  undertakings,  and  certainly^  has  been  a  valuable 
means  of  promoting  friendship  between  the  yoimg  people  of 
the  Empire.  Testimony  is  also  frequently  received  from 
teachers  as  to  its  use  in  widening  the  children's  outlook  and 
inducing  a  larger  patriotism.

The  "  Federal  Magazine." 

During  the  last  year  the  Feder.W,  ]M.\G.\zinE  has  been  pub- 
lished less  frequently  for  reasons  of  war  economy.

The  accomits  of  the  activities  of 
the  League's  depot  and  the  needs  of  the  soldiers  on  the  different 
Fronts  have  been  useful,  not  only  to  members,  but  also  to  the 
large  body  of  American  helpers,  who  have  thus  been  able  to 
keep  iu  touch  with  the  work  for  the  war. 

The  British  Society  in  the  Argentine  Republic. 

Two  chec|ues  for  ten  thousand  pounds  each  were  during  the 
vear  received  by  the  League  for  handing  over  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  British  Red  Cro.ss  Society  as  the  contribution  of  the 
British  Society  in  the  Argentine  Republic  to  "  Our  li&y  " 
Fund.  The  British  Society  is  the  allied  Society  of  the  League 
of  the  Empire  in  the  Argentine,  and  it  will  be  remembered  that 
some  time  since  this  Society  made  through  the  I<eague  a  gift 
of  two  aeroplanes  to  the  War  Office. 

Congratulations  are  oifered  to  the  British  Society  on  the 
large  sums  it  has  now  raised  for  the  benefit  of  the  sick  and 
wounded.  In  addition  to  these  gifts,  ca.ses  of  comforts  for  the 
soldiers  have  been  forwarded  by  tliis  Society  to  Queen 
Alexandra's  Field  Force  Fmid,  and  newspapers  and  magazines 
have  been  sent  to  the  South  Atlantic  Squadron.

Presentations  to  the  Overseas  Troops.  . 

A  presentat'on  of  a  Union  Jack  and  a  specially  engraved 
shield  to  certain  of  the  Regiments  of  the  Crown  Colonies 
took  place  at  the  Colonial  Office  (by  permission  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Colonies)  on  Saturday,  May  5th. 
H  R.H  the  Princess  A'ice  presented  the  emblems,  which 
were  received  by  the  Secretary  of  State  on  behalf  of  the 
Regiments.  A  description  of  the  charming  ceremony 
appears  in  the  present  number  of  the  All  Red  Mail. 
This  presentation  concludes  the  scheme,  with  the  exception 
of  the  gifts  to  Bermuda,  which  are  to  be  sent  direct  to  the 
Island,  as  the  Bermuda  troops  do  not  form  a  separate  unit. 


Empire  Day. 

The  Empire  Day  Service  was  held  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral 
on  Saturday,  June  2nd.  H.R  H.  the  Duke  of  Connaught 
and  the  Princess  Patricia  and  H.R.H.  the  Princess  Louise 
(Duchess  of  Argyl  )  were  present.  The  Lord  Mayor 
attended  with  the  Sheriffs  of  the  City,  as  also  many  of  the 
.Mayors  of  the  London  Boroughs.  A  large  party  of  doctors 
and  nurses  of  the  United  States  Arm\-  were  present,  and  the 
Stars  and  Stripes  was  borne  in  compliment  side  by  side  with 
the  Union  Jack.  During  the  last  hymn  the  sixty-four  flags 
of  the  Empire  were  carried  'n  process-on  to  the  Sanctuary 
step  for  the  ceremony  of  the  blessing  of  the  flags.  Sergeants 
of  the  Boys'  Brigade  were  this  year  in  charge.  The  preacher 
was  the  R  ght  Rev.  Bishop  Taylor-Smith,  Chap'ain-General 
to  the  Forces,  and  the  officiating  Canon  was  Canon  S.  A.

On  Empire  Day  a  number  of  schools  in  connection  with 
the  League  held  a  "  Flag  Day  "  for  special  Empire  gifts. 
Pub'.ic  "  Emblem  Days  "  for  Empire  purposes  were  also 
lield  at  Bournemouth,  Chester,  Camberlev,  Andover, 
Tadworth,  Ho'.beach  and  Eye.  The  idea  of  these  public 
days  orginated  with  Mr.  Douglas  E.  Hillier,  Chairman  of 
the  Flag  Day  Committee  at  Bournemouth,  whose  Com- 
m  ttee  has  been  most  successful  in  reuderiu'^j  help  to  many 
War  Charit;es. 


The  League's  ■•  Watch  Dogs." 

The  Committee  of  the  League,  of  which  Mrs.  Holman 
Hunt  is  chairman  ("The  Watchdogs")  has  been  helping 
111  varous  ways  several  discharged  soldiers  who,  through 
illness  and  disablement,  have  found  their  way  into  the 
London  workhouse  infirmaries.  One  a  Canadian,  who  had 
been  discharged  with  a  very  small  pension  and  who  had  been 
through  four  operations,  has  this  month  been  happily  sent 
home  to  Canada,  to  his  great  satisfaction.  The  Canadian 
Government  granted  a  free  passage,  and  the  "  Watchdogs  " 
provided  an  entire  outfit  and  all  requisites,  also  gifts  for 
himself  and  for  the  relations  with  whom  he  lives  in  Canada. 


A  holiday  in  the  country  for  another  discharged  soldier 
has  been  arranged,  and  at  the  present  time  the  pensions  of 
some  others  are  being  reconsidered  by  the  authoritcs. 

War  Requests.  \ 

The  Hon.  Secretary  would  be  gad  if  anyone  having  a 
croquet  set  that  they  could  spare  would  consider  sending  it 
for  the  use  of  a  large  military  hospital  Also  two  applxa- 
tions  for  gram  iphone  records,  for  games  of  all  kinds,  and 
for  lantern  slides,  have  been  received  from  hospitals  in 
France.  Gifts  are  also  needed  for  the  lone'.y  Russian  sick 
and  wounded  in  the  South  of  France.  Many  of  these  men 
are  from  Salonica,  and  are  suffering  from  malaria  and  low 
fever,  which  depresses  them,  especially  as  they  are  far  from 
ther  own  land  and  have  few  friends  who  speak  their  language. 


THE  IMPERIAL  UNION  OF  TEACHERS. 

lylb-lgij. 

At  the  Conference  in  1916,  the  Members  of  the  Imperial 
L^nion  of  Teachers  had  the  honour  of  welcoming  Speaker 
Representatives  of  the  Allied  Nations. 

Traceable  through  each  Speaker's  address  on  that  occa- 
sion was  the  expression  of  his  conviction  that  the  "  spirit 
that  quickeneth  "  is  the  bed-rock  of  National  greatness. 

The  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce,  Canada,  illustrated 
from  his  personal  experience,  how  the  skill  of  a  carpenter, 
the  inspiring  influence  of  a  Teacher,  were  perfected  by  a 
spiritual  acceptation  of  their  work. 

Thus,  the  subject  matter  of  the  present  Conference,  is 
a  sequence  in  thought,  to  that  of  the  previous  vear. 

It  is  especially  to  the  Youth  of  our  Empire  that  we  look 
forward  with  hope,  to  repair  the  ruins  of  this  present  war. 
And  we  likewise  look  forward,  with  faith,  to  a  re-establish- 
ment, on  a  surer  basis,  of  the  claims  of  min  in  a  common 
Brotherhood. 

To  secure  for  our  young- the  fullest  opportunities  of 
spiritual,  intellectual,  and  physical  development,  is  a 
national  duty,  and  is  a  worthy  memorial  to  the  memory 
of  tho:e  who  have  made  the  "  Supreme  Sacrifice  "  in  order 
that  we  may  live.  Our  re>ponsibility  to  the  young  is  no 
less  to-day  than  in  1900,  when  at  the  English  Education 
Exhibition,  the  late  Duke  of  Devonshire  expressed  it  as 
"  the  great  national  duty  of  providing  for  all  the  sons  and 
daughters  of  our  country  the  noblest  education,  the  best 
training,  and  the  finest  discipline,  that  the  wit  of  man  and 
the  love  of  God  can  together  produce  and  inspire."  And 
at  the  sami  tim:  he  declared  tha':  educationalists  must 
endeavour  to  show,  that  in  our  National  education,  with 
all  its  variety  and  heterogeneity,  its  diversions  and  its 
cross  currents,  is  yet  one  and  indivisible  ;  one  in  its  common 
aim  of  furthering  the  highest  welfare  of  every  section  of 
our  people,  and  indivisible  in  its  set  purpose  of  providing 
for  each,  and  all  alike,  that  training  of  the  mind,  develop- 
ment of  the  faculties,  and  moulding  of  character,  which 
shall  best  fit  each,  and  all,  for  effectively  playing  his  part, 
or  her  part,  as  a  citizen  of  our  Empire,  and  a  loyal  subject 
of  our  King.
